Roosevelt As 
Supreme Chief 
Is Advocated 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—(AP) 
—Designation of President Roose- 
velt as “Supreme Leader” of the 
United Nations’ war effort was 
urged in the United States Senate 
today by Senator Alben Ellender 
(Dem., La.). 

Asserting the Axis foes are in “a 
dangerous position” as a result of 
the fall of Tobruk, Ellender told 
the Senate “something must be done 
before it is too late.” 

“We must designate a new leader 
and place ful] decision in  his| 
hands,” he said. “Such a leader 
must be acclaimed at once, 


CARRYING BRUNT 

| “We in America are carrying 
more and more of the brunt of this 
| war as time goes on. Accordingly I 
| nominate for the position of Su- 


| preme Leader none other than our 
great president, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.” 

Ellender said the president had, 
among other qualifications, “the 
skill to animate others.” 

“We in America are alarmed over 
the apparent apathy of the British 
military leadership and its inability 
thus far to defeat the Axis,” he said. 
“I believe most Americans and a 
large amount of the British people 
are nauseated and disgusted with 
the continuous inactivity of millions 
of soldiers now stationed on the 
British Isles awaiting an attack that 
may never come.” 


Credit Facilities 
Is Farmer Need 


BRANDON, Man., June 25.—(CP) 
William Bryce of Dugald, Man., in 
his presidential address to the Mani- 
toba Federation of Agriculture con- 
vention yesterday stated adjust- 
ments are urgently required if agri- 
culture is to function as an essential 
war industry, 

“If farm production is of the im- 
portance. that we are led to believe 
it is, and if food for Britain for our 
soldiers and factory workers is of 
first importance, then why are not 
facilities for credit made available 
for agriculture at cost?” he asked. 

When our government established 
a rate of three per cent for war 
financing, why is not the same rate 
established for agriculture when that 
industry is such an integral part 
of the war effort?” 


Protest Against 
Nazi Occupation 
Of Poland Asked 


OTTAWA, June 25.—-(CP)—The 
Polish National Council of London 
has passed a motion appealing to 
free peoples for a “United protest” 
against Germany's policy of occu- 
pation in Poland, the Polish lega- 
tion here said last night. More 
than 140,000 Poles had been put to 
death, many more were in German 
prison or concentration camps, and 
1,500,000 had been deported to Ger- 
many for forced labor in mines and 
factories, the council said. Nearly

farms, houses or shops and driven

‘Churchill. Says 
British htes 
Can Hold Egypt

WASHINGTON, June 25. 
— (BUP) — Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill told con- 
gressional leaders today that 
Britain feels confident she 
can hold Egypt against the 
mechanized drive of  Ger- 
many’s desert legions. 

House Republican Leader 
Joseph W. Martin, Mass, told 
newsmen in a joint press confer- 
ence with Speaker Sam Rayburn 
that Churchill had given the con- 
ferees considerable encourage- 
ment on the African situation de- 
spite the serious reverses this 
week, 

“He indicated that Britain will 
hold and that there is no danger of 
losing Egypt,” Martin said. 

MUCH ENCOURAGED 

Rayburn, house majority leader 
John W. McCormack, and other 
conferees agreed that they also| 
were greatly encouraged by the 
presentation of the situation on the 
war fronts made by Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevelt 
in a White House conference. 


Churchill explained, Rayburn 
said, that British forces have 
withdrawn to defensive positions 
that lie across 400 miles of desert 
from the Suez C Ferns antl 

The legislative leaders also dis- 
closed that the Prime Minister had 
offered encouragement on the Rus- 
sian situation. 

Another conferee said that Chur- 
chil] had been asked some “critical” 

questions regarding Britain's rea- 
sons for keeping the bulk of its 
army at home on the British Isles. 
This conferee said that the Prime 
Minister fenced with his questioners 
on that point but had assured them 
of Britain's ability to hold Egypt, 


COVERED ALL FRONTS 


Rayburn said that the 25-minute 
conversations had covered the gen.

United Nations shipping losses

had been established in London, 
Possibly as an important step in 
the eventual opening of a second 
land front in Europe. The com- 
mander of the new war theatre 
is Maj. Gen. Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower, g top-flight strategist, 
Shortly after the congressional 
conference, Mr. Roosevelt and 
Churchill convened an extraordin- 
ary Pacific War Council meeting, 
with Canadian Prime Minister W. 
L. Mackenzie King attending. 

House Speaker Sam Rayburn, one 
of the legislative conferees, said the 
meeting “was a review of the world 
situation by the President and the 
Prime Minister and made in a 
fashion that was very pleasing to 
all of us.” 


FEEL HOPEFUL 

Recent British reverses in North 
Africa were discussed “in some de- 
tail,” Rayburn said. He added that 
he thought it was “safe to assume 
that the others in the meeting come 
away feeling very hopeful and very 
good.” 

Chairman Sol Bloom, D., N. Y., 
of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, sald he was “very much 
encouraged, very enlightened." He 
described the recital by the two 
leaders, ‘very satisfactory.” 

Asked whether there had been 
any discussion of opening a second 
European front, Rayburn said, “Not 
specifically, but it always comes 
up.’ 

“We received information we 
could not have had before, a great 
deal of it of a military nature,” Ray- 
burn said. He explained that it 
would be up to the President to 
make public any specific details of 
the conference, 


LUNCHEON MEETING 

A Pacific War Council luncheon 
was arranged to follow the formal 
meeting. Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and Undersecretary Sumner 
Welles were invited to the luncheon,

“UNDERGROUND” APPROVES 


De Gaulle Defines Free French 


Political Aims In Five Points 


By J. WES GALLAGHEHR 

LONDON, June 25—(AP) 
—Gen. Charles de Gaulle last 
night defined Free French 
political aims for the first 
time in a declaration founded 
on the principles of the At- 
lantic charter and providing 
for the election of a ‘“na- 
tional assembly” by the 
French people to decide their 
own future when the Ger- 
mans are driven out. 

The declaration, having five 
points, 4s understood to have 
been approved by leaders of re- 
sistance to the German occapt- 
tion in France through some of 
the most remarkable secret under- 
stound' negotiations since the 
Nasis overran Europe. 

De Gaulle said the Free French 
stand for: 
1—Election of national assembly 
when the Germans are driven out 
to decide the future of France and 
“the restoration of the complete in- 
tegrity” of “our home country and 
the French empire.” 


PUNISH TRAITORS 
2—Punishment of Nazi leaders 
and traitors within France, destruc- 
tion of the totalitarian system as 
well as the overthrow of the sys- 
tematic coalition of private interests 
which in France have acted in op- 
position to national interests. 
3—"At home practical guarantees 
must be worked out to put an end 
to tyranny constituted by the per- 
petual infringement of rights and 
ensure liberty and dignity in work 
and life of every citizen.” 
4—Déstruction of the “mech-

The declaration was published 
fn underground papers of occu- 
pied France starting June 15 but 
was withheld in Britain until last 
night to ensure the widest pos- 
sible opportunity for these under- 
ground papers to circulate un- 
detected by the enemy. 

Such an outlining of the Free 
French political stand was expected 
to unify and concentrate French 
resistance to Germany under one 
banner, including the underground 
activity in France itself. 


SIGNIFICANT POINT 

Considered particularly signific- 
ant was the reference in Point 2 to 
the overthrow of the “systematic 
coalition of private interests” in 
France which are said to have act- 
ed in opposition to national in- 
terests.

Nazis Gain At 
Heavy Cost On

MOSCOW, June 25.—(BUP)— 
German tank, infantry and air 
assaults gained ground “at enor- 
mcus cost” on the Kharkov front 
and forced back the Russian de- 
fenders on the northern sector of 
the Sevastopol battle field, the 
army newspaper Red Star said 
today, 

Masses of enemy tanks supported 


by aerial squadrons continued a 
four-day offensive on the sector of 
the Kharkov front, according to the 
disnatch, 

The Russians withdrew to new

Ottawa Plans 
Curtailment Of 
Non-Essentials 


By B. T. RICHARDSON

OTTAWA, June 25.—The gov- 
ernment can he expected to em- 
bark without delay on a program 
of greater curtailment of non- 
essential production, a cabinet 
source intimated today, “We have 
got to go after that side of the 
manpower problem much more 
vigorously than we have been 
do'ng,” a minister said. 

Three key ministers, it is noted 
here, have struck an almost iden- 
tical note in recent parliamentary 
speeches, all pointing to immediate 
action to speed up the transition of 
civilian production to war produc- 
tion—since this represents the last 
substantial source from which to 
draw manpower and materials if 
war production is to be increased 
beyond its present limits. Civilian 
production is also the main source 
from which the armed services can 


now draw military manpower. 
Curbing civilian industry is seen 
here as the logical result of the 


policies of mobilizing national re- 
sources outlined in the budget and 
discussed also in the conscription 
debate, 


CAREFUL CHOICES 

Hon, J. L, Isley. in the budget 
address said “our economy is in the 
zone of full employment, It is still 
possible to expand our programs for 
production and the armed services 


but only if we are prepared to make | 
| careful and wise choices ag to what 


is urgent, what ig more urgent and 
what we can do without... (later) 
restrictions on civilian industry to 
Save materials and manpower will 
unavoidably multiply.” 

Hon. J. L. Ralston, in the con- 
scription debate. “In trving to take 
human beings and put them where 
they will be most useful in carrying 
on the war, those are things that 
we have to work at and wor’ hard. 
You and I have to tighten our belts 
and do without some of the ordi- 
nary civilian commodities which we 
can do without.” 


CONVERT INDUSTRIES

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Japs Tell Of 
Landing Made 
In Aleutians 


TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), June 25.— (AP)—Tokyo 
newspapers today published the 
first pictures of Japanese landings 
on a Sparsely-populated Aleutian 
Island outpost and printed with 
them the first detailed Japanese 
version of the attack, written by 
a Domei naval correspondent. 

The occupied island was acknow- 
ledged to be only “a barren outpost 
of four barrack-line buildings.” 

One picture showed a Japanese 
naval] party scanning the scene of 
their landings in preparations for 
what was called “the next offen- 
sive” while in another the Japanese 
soldiers are advancing across the 
Aleutian tundra. 


PRISONERS SHOWN 

Another picture was of two beard- 
ed American prisoners. 

Here, in part, is the naval cor- 
respondent's version of the action 
as broadcast by the Tokyo radio: 

“Questioning revealed that the two 
men with eight athers had been 
transferred to this island in Decém- 
ber of last year. 

“Asked if they thought that 
American troops would ever be 
sent to re-take the island, they 
declared rather bitterly ‘Hell, no.’” 

“When the landing party as- 
sembled at the newly improvised 
shrine only six hours after first set- 
ting foot on the island it was 
learned that the sounds of machine- 
aun fire earlier had been Japanese 
guns fired into the air in an attempt 
to get a rise out of the enemy. 

“The party had come upon a 
group of four buildings ablaze with 
light and had opened up with light 
machine guns to draw the enemy's 
tire. 


CLAIM HURRIED EXIT

Names of 10 Canadian women re- 
turning to the Dominion from Ger- 
many under an international ex- 
change agreement were announced 
last night by the external affairs 
department. 

The women are aboard the steam- 
ship Drottningholm which sailed 
from Lisbon Monday and is ex- 
pected to arrive in New York about 
July 1. 

Seven of the women were pas- 
sengers on the Egyptian steam- 
ship Zamzam, sunk, by a German 
raider if the South Atlantic April 
17, 1941. They were interned in 
Germany but released in Septem- 
ber last year and have been liy- 
ing in Berlin. 

The other three Canadian women 
also were interned by German 
authorities but were released fol- 
lowing representations from the 
Canadian government.

In addition to the new general 
air training agreement which re- 
places the original 1939 agree- 
ment on July 1, Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada entered an- 
other agreement to amend the 
original agreement insofar as the 
financial contributions of the 
other two dominions to costs al- 
ready incurred are concerned. 
This agreement was approved by 
the United Kingdom. 

The contributions of Australia 
and New Zealand to costs under 
the new agreement were not finally 
settled at the conference. The total 
cost for the period, from July 1, 
1942, to March 31, 1945, is placed at 
$1,500,000,000, of which Canada is 
to bear half and the United King- 
dom the other half, less contribu- 
tions from Australia and New Zea- 
land. 

Australia and New Zealand are 
to pay the cost of training the 
pupils they send to Canada up to 
March 31, 1943, on the basis of the 
old agreement as amended, and 
after that on a basis to be deter- 
mined in London by agreement 
with the United Kingdom in dis- 
cussions which are due to take 
place there. 


FUTURE UNCERTAIN 

The amending. agreement states 
that the future participation of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand in the plan 
is uncertain because of war develop- 
ments in the Far East. 

It states that Australia’s financiai 
contribution under the original 
agreement was to be $51,000,000 and 
New Zealand's $36,600,000. It is 
agreed that Australia’s share of the 
cost up to March 17, 1942, is $27,879,- 
181 and that Australia has made 
payments to Canada totalling $25,- 
792,021. 

Australia now has agreed to pay 
the sum of $2,087,160 and Canada 
agrees to accept that sum in full 
settlement, subject to adjustments 
for major changes in the training 
Plan made after October, 1941, and 
for savings in costs affected. 

For the training of Australian 
pupils subsequent to March 17, 1942, 
and up to March 31, 1943, the normal 
time of expiry of the old agreement, 
Australia agrees to pay Canada at 
the rate of $8,904 for each pilot, $11,- 
400 for each observer, $4,469 for each 
wireless operator-air gunner, and 
$2,897 for each air gunner. 

The aggregate of these payments, 
however, is not to exceed the $1,- 
000,000 originally estimafed for 
Australia’s contribution plus 11.28 
per cent of any additional costs oc- 
casioned by major changes since 
Oct. 17, 1941. 


FINAL SETTLEMENT 

The amending agreement states 
that New Zealand has paid Canada 
$15,296,559 on account of the train- 
ing of its pupils, leaving $19,998,788 
of the original obligation unpaid. As 
final settlement Canada agrees to 
accept one seventh of the amount 
due of which will be paid in month- 
ly instalments starting this month 
and continuing to March, 1943. In 
addition New Zealand agrees to pay 
8.08 per cent of costs resulting from 
any major changes made since last 
October, 

The new general agreement calls 
for the training of a stated number 
of aircrews in Canada. The United 
Kingdon agrees to send 40 per cent 
of the number of pupils needed to 
keep the capacity of training schools 
in Canada filled, Australia and New 
Zealand are to send agreed num- 
bers of pupils and any deficiency 
from the agreed numbers is to be 
made up by Canada and the United 
Kingdom. 

Canada thus is to contribute 
approximately 60 per cent of the 
aircrews to be trained under the 
Plan against. 80 per cent under 
the plan as set forth in the eri- 
ginal agreement, 

The plan as now constituted, how- 
ever, is larger, as it includes the 
Royal Air Force schools already es- 
tablished in Canada, and any future 
schools to be moved here from the 
United Kingdom. British pupils 
trained in Canada in these schools 
in the past did not count on the 
quotas of the original agreement. 


CONSULTATIONS 

The new agreement makes provi- 
sion for consultation between 
R.C.A.F, headquarters in the United 
Kingdom and R.A.F. authorities on 
the employment of Canadians in the 
R.A.F., as well as for formation of 
additiona] all-Canadian squadrons, 
an all-Canadian bomber group of 
squadrons and all-Canadian fighter 
stations. 

The RCAF. air officer com- 
manding-in-chief, Air Vice-Marshal 
Harold Edwards, is to have access to 
the chief of the air staff and to the 
commanding officers of all stations 
and groups where Canadians are 
serving. He is to be given any in- 
formation he wants and is free to 
make representations to the air min- 
istry concerning R,C.A.F. personne), 
their well-being and necessities,

The agreement provides that

Deductions On 
Tax Payments 
Are Clarified 


OTTAWA, June 25—(CP)—De- 
ductions from income tax pay- 
ments to the extent of net pre- 
miums paid on life insurance and 
instalments paid on principal of 
mortages, permissible under Fin- 
ance Minister Iisley’s 1942-43 bud- 
get, may not exceed the amount 
of tax which is refundable after 
the war ends, officials said yes- 
terday. 

This means, they said, that if a 
person is entitled to a refund of 
$200 after the war on a year's in- 
come, he could not reduce his in- 
come tax remittance by more than 
that amount, irrespective of the 
sum he paid on insurance or mort- 
gage. 

Only “net” premiums on insur- 
ance policies can be used for tax 
deduction purposes. In other words 
if the premium on a policy is $100 
and the insurance companies pay 
dividends on the policy during the 
year amounting to $25, the taxpayer 
may deduct only $75 from his tax 
remittance, 


REFUNDS LIMITED 

Limitations exist on the refund- 
able portion of the new income tax 
system. 

The resolution presented by Mr. 
Isley says that one-half of the total 
taxes paid by the taxpayer under 
the flat rate of tax and the gradu- 
ated tax will be refundable, witn 
the provision that the refund does 
not exceed eight per cent of the in- 
come of a single person or $800, 
which is the lesser, or 10 per cent 
of the income of a married person, 
or $1,000, whichever is the lesser, 
plus one per cent of the taxpayer's 
income for each dependent, or $100, 
whichever is the lesser. 

Deductions from income tax on 
account of contractual savings 
arrangements provided in the new 
budget apply only to that portion 
of the income tax which is re- 
fundable after the war. 

The deductions may be claimed 
on account of premiums paid on 
both straight life and endowment 
policies but, as now framed, the 
budget resolution does not pravide 
for deductions of premiums paid on 
accidents and sickness insurance 
policies. 

Although not expressly stated in 
the resolution, an official said it is 
likely a taxpayer will be able to 
deduct from his taxes premiums 
paid by him on insurance policies 
and annuities for his wife and de- 
pendent children, as well as his own 
premiums, 


MEDICAL DEDUCTIONS 


The deduction allowable for med- 
ical expenses when they exceed five 
per cent of a taxpayer's income is 
to be allowed for payments made 
to “any qualified medical practi- 
tioner, dentist or nurse, registered 
under any Dominion or provincial 
legislation or regulation, or public 
or provincially licensed private hos- 
pital.” 

The resolution makes ‘no mention 
of the cost of medicines or drugs 
purchased with or without doctor's 
prescription. As payments made to 
a dentist are covered, it is assumed 
the deduction allowable may in- 
clude the cost of false teeth,

Maximum Beef 
Prices Reduced 
Cent A Pound 


OTTAWA, June 25.— (CP) — 
Maximum wholesale prices of beef 
will be reduced one cent a pound 
July 13 and retailers will adjust 
their prices accordingly, the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board an- 
nounced today. 

To provide for the normal sea- 
sonal decline in wholesale beef 
prices from June to November, a 
second reduction of one cent a 
pound will become effective Aug. 3, 
a third one-cent-a-pound decrease 
Aug. 24, and a further decrease of 
one-half cent a pound Sept. 14 
Thus, at Sept. 14, maximum whole- 
sale prices will be 3% cents a pound 
below the June figure. 

Seasonal increases will be per- 
mitted from November, 1942, to 
June, 1943, 


ADJUSTMENTS UNIFORM 
Price adjustments are uniform 
throughout Canada for all grades of 
beef carcasses, sides and quarters. 
The new order, which will be 
issued hsortly, also empowers Foods 
Administrator J. G. Taggart to fix 
maximum wholesale prices for 28 
different cuts of beef. A schedule of 
these prices, in appropriate relation- 
ship to the maximum price for a 
whole carcass, will be made public 
soon. ‘ e 
“It is alse expected that specific 
discounts for beef at lower than 
first quality will be available 
within a short time,” the board's 
announcement said. “Under the 
present order beef of lower qual- 
ity must be sold at appropriate 
reductions from the maximum 
prices of the highest quality. An 
attempt will be made to specify 
what reduction is appropriate for 
certain defined grades of beef.” 
At the same time, the board issued 
a statement giving further details 
of the operation of Wartime Food 
Corporation Limited in providing 
beef cattle for the domestic market. 
General principles of the govern- 
ment-owned corporation's methods 


were announced last week by 
Donald Gordon, chairman of the 
board. 


LICENSES REQUIRED 

Under the new setup, designed 
to relieve beef shortages reported 
from many Canadian centres be- 
cause of increased domestic demand 
and a strong export movement, ex- 
porters of beef cattle must obtain 


a license from the corporation, 
“giving such information @as re- 
quired.” 


The exporter must then notify the 
corporation how many cattle in 
each class he intends to export and 
obtain written authorization to do 
so, All such cattle are subject to 
purchase by the corporation “upon 
such terms as it may prescribe.” If 
the United States quota is unfilled, 
the price paid by the corporation 
for cattle destined for the United 
States will be equivalent to the 
United States price. 

The order covering these terms 
of sale is effective today and pro- 
hibits export of caltle other than 
those designated in written 
authorization issued to licensees. 

“It is further provided that any 
person owning or having control of 
any cattle shall, when required by 
the corporation, sell to it or to a 
designated representative any or all 
of such cattle on terms and condi- 
tions prescribed by the corpora- 
tion,” the board said. “No owner 
may withhold such cattle from sale 
to the corporation or sell them to 
anyone else.” 

Licenses are subject to suspension 
Or cancellation by the corporation 


|at any time. 
“Cattle” for purposes of the order 
means cattle (other than dairy 


stock) weighing 700 pounds or more 
each, and also any weighing under 
700 pounds which become eligible 
for reduction in duty upon entry 
to the country of destination,

CEILING UNCHANGED 


No Price Mark-Up, Profits 


Permitted In Tax Changes 
Authorized By New Budget 


OTTAWA, June 25.—(CP)—Manufacturers and distri- 
butors will not be permitted to charge any profit or mark-up 
on new taxes or tax increases on various goods and services, 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board announced last night. 


Finance Minister Isley's budget, + 
introduced in the House of Com- 
mons Tuesday night, provided 
for new or higher taxes on a 
number of goods and services. 

The board issued an order deal- 
ing with four classifications of 
goods and services affected by the 
budget. It said: “The intent is that 
prices of the actual goods or ser- 
vices shall not be’ affected, and 
that ceiling prices fixed by the 
maximum prices regulations of the 
board may be maintained.” 


NEED CLARIFICATION 
The board said that was a simple 


matter in respect of taxes collected | 


by affixing excise stamps but with 
regard to some other forms the pro- 
cedure required clarification. 

The new order in one part pro- 
vided that where federal sales tax 
is levied on the price of goods or 
services inclusive of the new or in- 
creased taxes it may be reckoned 
as a part of these taxes and added 
to the authorized maximum price, 

The board said where manu- 
facturers or distributors have on 
hand stocks of goods affected by 
the new taxes or tax increases, 
but on which taxes have been 

paid at the old rates, they are not 
entitled to add to their prices any 

part of the new taxation. 

It added: “In respect of goods and 
services in the group first listed in 
the order, the taxes are clearly 
separate from the price, and 
chargeable to the purchaser over 
and above the price. 


FIRST GROUP 

“This applies to telegrams, long 
distance telephone calls, telephone 
extensions in domestic establish- 
ments; railway, vessel and aircraft 
tickets; Pullman and parlor car 
seats, railway sleeping accommo- 
dation; the taxes payable by excise 
stamps on any charge for admis- 
sion, meals, etc, at dance halls, 
night clubs or similar places of en- 
tertainment, and the excise tax on 
cigarettes and manufactured to- 
bacco, 

“The next section applies to 
cigarette papers, soft drinks, and 
raw leaf tobacco sold for con- 
sumption. Here the amount 
which may be added to the price 
as specified. 

“The excise tax on cigarette 
papers has been increased from 
five to six cents per 100 leaves; the

ADD TEN CENTS 

“The excise duty on Canadian 
raw leaf tobacco is up from 10 to 
20 cents a pound, and the seller 
may add 10 cents. 

“There is an excise tax of 25 per 
cent on unfermented fruit juices 
and carbonated beverages in bot- 
tles, but the new tax is only one 
cent a bottle and that is all the sel- 
ler may add to his price, The max- 
imum that may be added on car- 
bonic acid gas and similar prepara- 
tions used for aerating non-alco- 
holic beverages is 25 cents per 
pound, and the maximum that may 
be added on aerated non-alcoholic 
beverages not put up in bottles is 
one cent per individual serving, 

“The third section applies to 
furs, photographic films, plates 
and projectors, chocolate and 
candy, chewing gum, playing 
cards and cigars. 

Here the seller who pays the tax 
or tax increase may add the exact 
amount to his maximum price, and 
subsequent sellers, having paid the 
tax in making their purchases. may 
add the exact amount in computing 
their price to consumers; but it is 
also proivded that where any other 
federal or provincial taxes (for ex- 
ample, the sales tax of eight per 
cent) are levied on the price of 
goods inclusive of the new tax or 
increased tax, the applicable amount 
of such federal or provincial taxes 
is to be treated as though it formed 
part of the new tax or tax increase 
and may be added to the maximum 
price accordingly. That is, where it 
would be impracticable or unfair 
to require a manufacturer to absorb 
sales tax, provision is made for pas:- 
ing it on.

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Give Out The Facts 


That there was miscalculation some- 
where in the Libyan business is clear 
enough. That there was bungling is not so 
certain. The terms dre not synonymous, 
though the results may be the same. 
Many a man who never bungled a business 
transaction has gone bankrupt because he 
made a miscalculation as to where he 
should put his money. 

It may be that somebody, in London 
or in Washington, made just that mistake. 
Hampered as the Allied Governments are 
by scarcity of some kinds of supplies, and 
still more by scarcity of ships, equipment 
may have gone to Russia or to the Far 
East which was needed last week in Libya. 
It may also be that the equipment that 
would have turned the scale is lying on the 
bottom of the Mediterranean, 

What is required is a clearing up of the 
whole sorry affair in North Africa, and 
the sooner the better. An official state- 
ment, it is to be hoped, will be made at 
London with as little delay as possible, 
setting out not merely the record of recent 
events but the record also of the months 
which preceded them—the months when 
preparations should have been made to 
meet the blow Rommel was_ gathering 
strength to deliver. 

Pending this statement, the less guess- 
ing about the causes of the calamity the 
fewer errors will be made and the less 
damage done. No good can come, and 
much harm may result, from a hue and 
cry for scapegoats. The arm-chair critic 
will show good sense, and contribute some- 
thing to preserve Allied morale, if he 
withholds judgment until he knows not 
only what happened around Tobruk but 
why it happened and whose fault it was 
that it did happen. 


The Bills Will Be Paid 


The Canadian taxpayer will be spend- 
ing his off hours doing home work on the 
Ilsley budget for a week or so. For obvious 
reasons his attention will be given particu- 
larly to the complicated plan by which his 
income tax has been raised to a figure he 
may not clearly discern but dreads to think 
about. One thing the budget has done is 
give Canadians a close-up of taxation as 
they know it in Britain, in Russia—and in 
conquered France, in Germany, in Italy and 
in Japan. All-out war means all-out taxa- 
tion. If we did not know that before, we 
know it now. 

What is going to be the reaction? Im- 
mediately of course the impulse is to revile 
taxes and tax-imposers generally and sev- 
erally; it is always so when a new tax mea- 
Sure or a whole list of new measures is 
dropped into the more or less placid routine 
of life. But when this instinctive mood of 
protest has passed? Are we going to dig 
up as resolutely as we have called for a 
war effort limited only by the physical 
capacity of the nation? We cannot have 
that kind of a war effort unless we are will- 
ing to pay for it. 

To these questions there can be only one 
answer. Canada isn't a quitter. We sacri- 
ficed men in the first great war to the num. 
ber of 60,000, with no thought of slacken- 
ing our drive. Money is of no value com- 
pared to men, and plainer living for civi- 
lians is a trifling inconvenience compared 
to the hardships our fighting men are now 
enduring and the sacrifices they risk. 

There will be grumbling about the new 
taxes, Of course, Canadians are only 
human, But when the first shock has 
passed the staying quality of our people 
will show itself. The taxes will be paid. 
The needed loans will be made. Hitler will 
never be able to sneer at Canadians as 
pikers on the financial front—or any other 
front, 


A Fine Record 


If he was hit harder last year than he 
had ever been hit before, the Canadian 
taxpayer is entitled to draw a consider- 
able amount of satisfaction as he scans 
the record of what he achieved, and to 
gain confidence that he will be able to 
carry whatever financial load the war ef- 
fort may impose upon him in future. He 
now knows the load will be far heavier, 
but the figures show that it is being suc- 
cessfully borne and that the bulk of the 
war outlay is being met out of war in- 
comes, 

During the last fiscal year, which 
ended March 31st, the Dominion collected 
revenue amounting to $1,481,000,000. This 
was $600,000,000 more than during the 
preceding year, an increase of approxi- 
mately 70 per ceat. The sum was nearly 
three times the post-war yearly revenue. 
Of this altogether unprecedented sum $1,- 
360,915,000 was tax-money, the balance 
coming from revenue-earning assets, 

The ordinary expenditures for the year 
ran to nearly $444,000,000, and the war 
expenditures to $1,351,553,000, a total of 
$1,894,966,000. The difference of $413,- 
681,000 was the deficit for the year, the 
amount which had to be added to the net 
national debt by borrowing. Thus of the 
whole amount expended for war and 
non-war purposes, 78 per cent was paid 
out of the revenue for the year, and only 
22 per cent had to be added to the debt. 

This is a result which leaves no room 
for misgivings, either as to the financial 
policy that is being followed or as to the

ability of the nation to stand the strain. 
The feeling of confidence must be 
strengthened when the borrowings of the 
year are taken into account. 

The Government of course borrowed 
far more than the $413,000,000 difference 
between what the treasury took in and 
what had to be paid out as expenditures. 
The total borrowings in fact ran to $2,- 
424,000,000. Of this total $1,834,000,000 
was borrowed from the public in two vic- 
tory loans, and $85,294,000 more through 
the sale of war savings certificates and 
stamps. The additional borrowing had 
to be done to finance British purchases in 
Canada, to redeem outstanding Govern- 
ment bonds, to buy in Canadian National 
Railway securities, to balance exchange 
between the sterling and the dollar blocks. 

These items cover advances and invest- 
ments, not spendings, but the money had 
to be secured from the same pockets and 
through the same channels, Thus in addi- 
tion to paying outright 78 per cent of all 
the Government spent during the year, 
the public supplied $1,868,000,000 in loans 
to meet the deficit and carry through 
these other operations. 

In taxes and loans the nation thus 
turned over to the treasury during the 
year no less than $3,228,915,000. This Mr. 
Isley correctly interprets to “reflect the 
Willingness of Canadians to do what is 
necéssary in finance as in other fields to 
resolve this conflict in complete victory.”

The United States navy department 
Announces that the Japanese have landed 
forces on ‘Kiska island, apparently with 
the object of establishing an air or naval 
base there. That island is 275 miles 
nearer this continent than Attu. It is 585 
miles from Dutch Harbor. This means 
that it is out of fighter range from 
that base, and that bombers attacking 
Kiska must do so without fighter protec- 
tion. As the whole string of the Aleu- 
tians is shrouded in fog at this time of 
year, the difficulty of ousting the invad- 
ers is apparent. It may take the whole 
summer — between fogs — to blast them 
out of Attu and Kiska.

“ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAND OFFICE” 
Concluded From Yesterday 

In view of the assurance telegraphed from 

Ottawa—there being no desire to interfere with 

the land business of the district or the estab- 

lishment of a branch office in South Edmonton 

—when Inspector Piercy informed Mayor Mc- 


Cauley, at noon, that he had been instructed to * 


proceed with the removal of such portion of the 
books as were necessary for the transaction of 
business there, no objection was made, 

At about one o'clock Inspector Piercey drove 
to the land office accompanied by four police- 
men, Agent Anderson, assistant agent Royal 
and forest ranger Johnstone removed a portion 
of the books in the presence of the mayor and 
about 50 citizens. 

What books were taken and what left, of 
course, none but the officials could know. John- 
stone, who was left in charge of the Edmonton 
office; was asked if books necessary to the trans- 
action of business there had been taken. 

He mentioned one that had, and it was 
promptly returned. Before the books were 
taken away, agent Anderson announced that the 
Edmonton Jand office would be open as usual on 
Thursday morning, with forest ranger A. E. 
Johnstone in charge, and that all business would 
be transacted there as usual. 

_ Considered as a promise and in connection 
with the assurances received from Ottawa, this 
Was good enough; and the books, the agent, and 
the assistant agent quickly rolled away and the 
citizens dispersed, 

On Thursday morning, at ten o'clock, two 
settlers desirous of making entry went to the 
Edmonton land office, accompanied by Mayor 
McCauley, and found agent Anderson in charge, 
rearranging the office and ready and willing to 
receive entries, give information and transact 
business generally. Assistanteagent Jules Royal 
was at the sub-office on the south side.

And How High Is Up?

Is it as far as from here to 
there? Is it colder in Winnipeg 
than it is in the winter? How 
much wood would a woodchuck 


chuck if a woodchuck would 
chuck wood? No, it’s not the 
heat, nor yet the humidity. Our 
madness springs from a futile 
search for the answer to a simple 
question, At least we thought it 
was simple. All we wanted to 
know was the distance between 
Tokyo and Dutch Harbor, Al- 
aska. Distances between places 
are stable things, Once you get 
them, they stand for all time and 
do not change every hour or so 
like women’s fashions. That's 
what we thought. 

Knowing how far one place fs 
from another is imperative for 
all amateur war experts. When 
a n€w name pops into the news 
we shout “Ha!” and start poring 
Over war maps. Once you know 
how far one place is from an- 
other it is possible to erect the 
most beautiful edifice of theories. 
Thus, when the United States 
planes bombed Tokyo we had 
one ready from previous map 
reading. “They came from Dutch 
Harbor,” we announced author- 
itatively, Our judgment was 
questioned. It was too far from 
Dutch Harbor to Tokyo. We went 
to the maps. The first map we 
turned to showed the distance 
from Fairbanks, Alaska, to! 
Tokyo as 1,700 miles. As Fair- 
banks js 800 or 1,000 miles from 
Dutch Harbor, that meant that 
Dutch Harbor was less than 1,000 
miles from Tokyo. It was thus 
within easy bombing range of 
United States planes based upon 
Dutch Harbor, 

“That map,” our colleague as- 
serted, “is completly cockeyed.” 
Maps, we said politely but firm- 
ly, are not cockeyed. They are 
the most accurate things in the) 
world. To prove our point we 
consulted another map, and an- 
other cherished illusion exploded 
in our face. This map gave the 
distance from Tokyo to Dutch| 
Harbor at 2,933 miles, or 1,233/ 
more than the first map. 

This was only the beginning. 
When the Japs bombed Dutch! 
Harbor, United States newspap- 
ers published maps on their front 


pages showing distances from 
Tokyo to Dutch Harbor, These 
distances ranged all the way) 


from 2,100 miles to 3,200 miles. 
The Canadian Institute of Inter- 


depending upon the map con- 
sulted, That differences of a mile 
or two or fifty would crop up in 
these calculations is understand- 
able, but differences of hundreds 
of miles are completely confus- 
ing.

The Japanese attack on the 
Aleutian islands was prepared 
before Molotoff, the Russian 
commissar for foreign affairs, ar- |

In a war like this one there is |

not true that the Aleutians are 
not important; they are extreme- 
ly important—defensively for the 
United States, offensively for the

Therefore, Japan can _ have} 
three reasons for attacking the} 
islands: 1, to prepare for an in- 
vasion of Alaska; 2, to prevent us | 
from using the islands for offen- 
sive action against Japan; 3, to

Ger- 
many and Russia then had a non- 
aggression pact as Japan and 
Russia have now. It seemed in- 
sane for Germany to attack Rus- 
sia, but, actually, Hitler was 
compelled, either to attack her 
or bring her into an outright 
alliance, In the negotiations be- 
tween Molotoff and Hitler in 


Berlin in the fall of 1940, Molo- | 


toff refused an outright alliance, 

Hitler has never had confidence 
in neutrals. He feared an all- 
out in the west, with Russia. and 
her huge land power at his beck.

Similar Problem 
Now, the situation of Japan 
today is similar, Japanese lead- 
ership is compelled to acknow- 
ledge that the Germans have not 
accomplished in Russia what 
Japan must have wished. 
A defeat of Germany by a com- 
bination of Britain, Russia and 
the United States, would leave 
Japan alone in the world, and 
}even Russia might then join the 
| United Nations in the Pacific, 
But if Russia could be defeated 
this year, the threat to Japan's 
flank would be removed, and 
| British and American forces 
| would be tied up in Europe. So. 
| Russia is the chief issue for both 
the United Nations and the Axis. 
| The risk that Japan would run 
|in attacking Siberia before China 
|is defeated and while the Ameri- 
jean Navy and air force are de- 
|monstrating increasing strength, 
}is immense, but Japan, like Ger- 
many a year ago, may figure 
| there is no better choice, 
The United Nations have been 
| playing for time; the Axis against 
it, Germany has had to plan one 
campaign immediately after an- 


other in order to conquer pivotal |

ents could mobilize their full

Armistice 

Rumors that have come 
| through regularly from Stock- 
{holm and Switzerland and have 
been circulating for months have 
suggested the possibility of a 
German armistice with Russia, 
and a comment of the Wilhelm- 
strasse on the Russian-British 
treaty was that the question of a 
separate peace would be settled | 
by the outcome of the Russian | 
campaign, not by any treaties, | 
calling attention‘to the scrapping | 
lof the Anglo-French treaty in 
| the face of the defeat of France. 

But the twenty years’ mutual | 
assistance pact just concluded | 
‘between Britain and Russia, plus! 


the agreement between Russia 
and the United States, announce 
post-war collaboration. The Axis 
must therefore abandon its per- 
ennial hope of achieving an easy 
victory by division of the main 
powers, Japan must be asking 


| herself whether there is any hope 
|of a future antagonism between 


Russia and the English-speaking 
powers in the Pacific and must 
conclude it is highly unlikely, 

These considerations, then, 
would lead both ends of the Axis 
to decide together to try to strike 
out one of the three main oppone 
ents, and do it this summer, for 
the winter is as unfavorable a 
time for a Japanese attack on 
Siberia as for a German offensive 
on western Russia. 

The apprehension that such 
may be Axis plans would also 
account for the quick agreement 
reached in Washington on the 
matter of the Baltic states—what- 
ever that agreement may have 
been. For long-lasting alliances 
are of infinitely more importance 
to Russian security than the dis- 
position of a few square miles of 
soil, 

Major strategy can only be met 
by major counter-strategy, Our 
only chance in this war is the 
solidarity of our coalition—and 
that fact is true for every one of 
the United Nations, particularly 
the big three.

However, it is well to remember 
that a pain in the region of the 
heart which may make the patient 
‘ear Angina Pectoris, may actually 
| be due to some other cause such 
as a form of neusalgia. If you have 
ony spasmodic pains over the heart 
region, or down the left arm, the 
| best plan is to have a doctor exam- 


| 
| ine you to find outewhether you are | 


in any danger of developing Angina 
| Pectoris. Sometimes the trouble is 

what is known as False Angina or 

Pstudo Angina, 
| Angina Pectoris, or “Breast-Pang,” 

is the name given to a disease of 
the blood vessels of the heart, In 
severe forms there is usually a 
| hardening of the coronary arteries. 
The symptoms develop because of 
an interference with 
| circulation of b'ood. 

The outstynding symptoms are 
shortness of breath and a spasmodic 
jpain occurring in the left side of 
the chest. Often the pain may radi- 
ate down the left arm. The pain 
may be agonizing and the heart feel 
‘rammed or constricted. The heart 
beat is changed and the patient ex- 
periences an alarming fear. In true 
| Angina the pain lasts for a few 
seconds or a minute or two, The 
disease develops in those of middle 
}age, who have followed habits of 
living which are “not good” for a 
sufficient length of time to bring 
| about a degeneration of the arteries 

The underlying cause of Angina 
Pectoris is living in such a way that 
|you build up a systemic toxemia, 
| which in turn causes the arteries 
| to harden. Coupled with the funda- 
mental toxic cause there is an emo- 
tional or nervous cause, The patient 
has nearly always been under a 
Strain due to mental work done at 
high tension or he has. been wor- 
ried over a period of several years 
It is well known that anger or ex- 
citement will serve to bring on the 
| attacks in the patient with a tend- 
ency to the disorder. Such exertion 
such as running or climbing stairs 
may throw too such a strain On the 
damaged arteries which cannot sup- 
ply blood to the heart fast enough, 
thus bringing on an attack, Another 
cause which may serve to produce 
an attack is the distension of the 
stomach, either by gas or by over- 
eating, causing a pressure against 
the heart. 

If you have Angina Pectoris, there 
is a great deal you can do.
